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Scouts Scout Out Ham Radio 
Rob Roller, N7LV 


Bigger and better than previous years and certainly 
more Scouts than last year's JOTA, this year's special 
event station WOW, coordinated by Dan Scott 
KBOPPM, was on the air again from Fort Carson's 
Tent City area. An estimated 500 Scouts camped out 
both Friday and Saturday night. Hams from the 
community set up 2 HF SSB stations, an HF CW 
station, a satellite station, plus an ATV link, and VHF 
‘was used all over the place for the orienteering! Scouts 
got some good signal reports from the HF stations 
working faraway places like Germany and even the 
aircraft carrier USS Hornet! That was a big hit with 
the Scouts! 

‘There were over a hundred contacts made by the 
Scouts, plus several dozen messages sent up and down 
on satellite, Jake also handled a few dozen messages 
via the NTS. One Girl Scout was pretty excited that 
her grandma received her NTS message originated that 
day. Dan's log books show that Scouts made DX 
contacts with stations in 15 countries, including 
Argentina, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, Diego 
Garcia, England, France, Germany, Nicaragua, New 
Zealand, Singapore, Venezuela, using 34 operators. 
JOTA wasn't just for the boys - the Girl Scouts had 
help from five hams this year. Not far from the Boy 
Scout camp, KFOWF, KBOREF, KBOWFL, 
KC@AEB and KC@ADY helped a bunch of Girl 
Scouts work the world. It really helped that Diane, 
KCOADY, a Scout leader herself, was able to 
represent both ham radio and Girl Scouts. Another 
Girl Scout leader who spoke Spanish was able to 
translate the conversations when they made contact 
with Venezuela. That was real exciting! A Huntsville 
AL station chatted with the Girl Scouts for probably 
45 minutes about the Space Camp and other space 
attractions down there. 

Our two newest hams and club members, Kate and son 
Jonathan, KC@EGJ and KCOEGK, were really thrilled 
to be there. Kate was in awe at how quickly a station 
could get on the air in primitive conditions. She got 
hands-on experience setting up the tribander and 
tower, helping out Shel and Rick Brown. Her son 
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Jonathan has now operated more modes than some of 
us: VHF-FM, ATV, HF-SSB, HF-CW, and satellite! 
Wow! All in the first few weeks of being licensed! 
Jonathan and Greg WA200D were also overheard on 
10M using Morse code! It won't be long before he has 
his General ticket! 

‘No matter what else is around, though, it always seems 
that when you mix space and kids, you grab the 
media's attention, That's what happened this year when 
KKTV-11 caught wind of a satellite station at JOTA. 
KKTY sent a crew out to cover the story, and some of 
the Scouts wound up on local TV in addition to ATV. 
(Ifany of you managed to tape the KKTV story, we'd 
like to have a copy for our files!) 

Here's an example of a JOTA exchange downloaded 
from one of the amateur satellites. This message was 
sent to the Fort Carson group. The first is a message 
originated at Ft Carson by Sean from Pack 187:

Such exchanges were typical. The bird stored the 
uploaded messages, and hams around the world then 
logged on, downloaded, and replied, maybe on the 
next pass. The process would take a couple of orbits, 
but hams around the world read the messages. The Ft 
Carson station received replies from New Zealand, 
England, Singapore, as well as US stations. 

1 guess when you get right down to it, all the stations 
had their own magical appeal: HF has its world-wide 
contacts, ATV brought out the clowns in the Scouts, 
and with satellite and its digital sats you could send 
written messages around the world in one pass! John 
N@QIS and Jeff NOWPA had ATV stations going, 
and a separate monitor sat at Wes' trailer. Some 
Scouts would hear Wes' melodious voice say 
something like, "Hey, who's that good looking fella 
with the Bronco's hat?" coming over the coordination 
freq, and of course that would start a conversation. 
ATV was “cool”! Scouts would see other Scouts on 
the monitor then race down to where the cameras were 
and clown around like crazy on the air. But put them 
in front of a mike to talk to a Girl Scout and you could 
hear a pin drop! 

‘The other exciting and new aspect this year was to 
merge amateur radio in with orienteering. Jan 
KCOBUY, KCODSX, NOZPX, KC7IVB and 
KBOYCI did a lot to make that run pretty smooth. 
Orienteering is using a map and compass to navigate 
through unfamiliar terrain. It’s also a competitive 
sport, and Scouts compete to navigate a course, visit 
all the checkpoints, and get to the finish. Ham radio 
was used for the first time in a COS Scout orienteering 
competition that we know of. Scouts were given 
directions including bearing and distance to find the 
checkpoints. Jan mapped out an area about 270 x 35. m 


and created 6 courses through the area, complete with 
decoy points designed to lead the Scouts astray. 
Scouts used ham radio to call into Control to get 
instructions (bearing & distance numbers), and call in 
their results at the end of the course. At least 150 
Scouts ran the courses. Each Scout group got to 
operate both a mobile rig and an HT and pass real 
traffic, getting the feel of talking into a mic, and 
understanding how clarity and accuracy works in 
traffic handling. For many of the Scouts, this was one 
of the highlights! 

Wes and Jeff Smith from Woodland Park were there to 
run as NCS; they did a great job handling talk-in on 
.52 and local coordination on .495, 

Dan KBOPPM recruited lots of help for the Boy 
Scouts: KOHBZ, KOSU, KOTER, KA2KER, 
KBOPPM, KBOYCI, KCOBUY, KCODSX, 
KCOEGJ, KCOEGK, KC6NEJ, KC7IVB, KD@JU, 
KF@UR, NOCYR, NONKA, NONTX, N@QIS, 
NOWPA, N6UPL, N7LV, WOMCT, WOZPX, 
W8EGF, WA200D, WBORTF. In case you don’t 
recognize them in this list, there are club presidents 
from three clubs in the region participating! 

Not everyone was at Tent City - there were a few 
stations operating from home to give the Scouts some 
contacts. Some people that helped with just about 
everything. Doc did everything from helping with 
antennas to teaching Jake how to make a cup of decaf’ 
coffee.

RACES Activates for Prescribed Burn

At 5:00 P.M. October 23, EPCRACES was activated 
to provide support for a prescribed burn of 
approximately 60 acres of land located in the Black 
Forest area. The burn was scheduled to occur between 
the hours of 8:30 AM and 4:30 PM on October 24, 
1998. The burn was planned and authorized by the 
Colorado State Forest Service and executed in 
cooperation with U.S.D.A. Forest Service, USAFA 
Natural Resources, Black Forest F.D., Colorado 
Springs F.D., Donald Wescott F.D., Fort Carson F.D., 
Hanover F.D., Palmer Lake F.D., USAFA F.D., El 

EI Paso County O.E.M., El Paso County 
Health Dept., El Paso County Fire Marshal, El Paso 
County Search & Rescue, El Paso County Wildland 
Fire Crew, Pikes Peak Wildfire Prevention Partners, 

J) Black Forest Slash/Mulch Committee, Academy 
School District 20, and El Paso County R.A.C.E.S. 
The RACES Mission was to provide fire weather data 
and receptor information each half-hour and as 
requested from various locations around the perimeter 
of the fire. Additionally, we served as liaison to the 
general public, who, in passing through the area, had 
many questions to ask. 
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Overall, the mission was successful. Weather data was 
transmitted to ICP via three portable packet radio 
terminals where the reports were printed and delivered 
to command. Packet radio was extremely efficient in 
this role, saving immeasurable amounts of time in 
copying and delivery compared with methods that 
would have been used otherwise. Receptor information 
was transmitted to ICP via two ATV systems and by 
VHF radio. 

Below is a list of EPCRACES personnel -- without 
whom we cannot be successful -- that participated. 
Sixteen RACES personnel (60%) responded and 
provided 99 man-hours of service. I was impressed 
with everyone's ability to take their assignments and 
perform them in a professional way, and to quickly 
work through the problems that were encountered.

Pikes Peak ARES Active in City Exercise

City emergency responders were out in force on Sept 
22. A simulated chlorine leak overwhelmed the 

»wd” attending a sports event at the World Arena. 
Pikes Peak ARES was there, providing 
communications for the Colorado Springs Office of 
Emergency Management. Considering it was a 
weekday, turnout was pretty good with 21 hams 
showing up. Served agencies participating include 
most of the local hospitals. 
The initial responders, not aware of the scope of the 
emergency, themselves became “victims” of the 
simulated chlorine poison. Subsequent responders 
learned quickly that the unexpected can have severe 
consequences. About 200 victims, made up by 
professionals to appear “in really bad shape” were 
treated by rescue personnel, and taken through 
decontamination areas. 
PPARES provided victim tracking between the triage 
area and the local hospitals. Because of the sheer 
number of “victims”, not all of them were transported. 
‘The information provided by PPARES served both the 
OEM and the Red Cross, as PPARES would likely 
assist the ARC in this kind of situation. PPARES also 
provided amateur TV between the incident site at the 
World Arena and the incident command post (ICP) at 
the Doubletree Hotel nearby. The city provided a 
“cherry-picker” truck and an ATV camera was able to 
view the entire scene from about 30 or 40 feet off the 
ground. Multiple frequencies were used for the various 
nets between the hospitals, the triage site, the ATV. 
camera, the ICP and the OEM manager’s shadow. 
For an exercise that lasted about four hours, about 300 
man-hours were put in by PPARES participants, 
including the time that WOYNE, KBOIAP and 
NOWPA spent attending a tabletop planning meeting.
